A M im ic o f K o s c i u s k o (o r th e C e n tr a l 
P a r k . 
The Polish exiles resident in this country 
have resolved to perpetuate the memory of 
their illustrious countryman, Tbadeus Kos- 
ciuszko, by erecting a statue of the hero in 
Central Park, with the permission of the Park 
Coinml-sioners. 
Saturday we were afforded 
an opportunity of seeing the model of the 
statue prepared by Mr. Kwakowskl, of this 
city, at his studio, No. t96 Broadway. 
What­ 
ever may be thought of Hie general merits of 
the work it is certain that the sculptor bas 
not fallen into the too common error of at- 
tempting too much. 
He has represented Kos- 
ciuszko standing erect, the left baud grasping 
a standard aud the right a sword. 
The left 
foot rests upon a rock, the knee being slight­ 
ly bent. 
The head ie thrown somewhat back- 
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ward, and the countenance expresses the firm­ 
ness and determination of a gallant soldier 
who is about to lead his troops to th** charge. 
The figure is habited lu the national Polish 
costume—a belted tunic, with turndown col­ 
lar, pantaloons, and hoofs reaching to the 
knee. 
A cap with fur border, aud bearing a 
small plume of feathers covers the head. The 
features, as we are informed, were modeled 
from portraits of Kosclnszko existing In this 
co untry, aud they certainly are not tho«o of a 
handsome mao. 
the flee is broad and short*,4 
the cheek-bones high, the no*o thick and 
somewhat depressed. 
Yet '.here is an air of 
simplicity, honesty, nod candor about the face 
consistent with the genera! t**nor of tho h«ro’t 
character as it lins come down to us. 
Tho general t fleet of Mr. Kwakowikt’j vioik 
is decidedly favorable. The pose of the figure 
is natural aud graceful, attd the drapery Is 
well arrange ). 
We could wish lo see rallier 
more strength of expression in tho counte­ 
nance, hut this defect will, in all probability, 
disappear after the brome bas licen touched 
up liy the artist. 
Tho figure is eight feat Iii height, and is In­ 
tended to mount it on a granite pedestal simi­ 
lar to that of tho .Shakespeare statue In the 
Central Park. 
This pedestal will be orna­ 
mented with bas reliefs, tho first representing 
Hie Polish arms, the second the meeting of 
Washington and Kosciuszko, and the last the 
application of the Swiss boy Zeltncr to Kos­ 
ciuszko to be taught the art of war. 
Zoitner, 
it will be remembered, afterward rose to tho 
grade of colonel In one of the foreign armies, 
and is at the present moment residing in tho 
city of Hoboken, N. J., being now over seven­ 
ty yeirs of ag**.

Thomas Heathwood, a succts-ful bleeder of 
game fowls, elves the following as a proper 
food for young chickens: One egg, with the 
shell, beaten into a quart of raw oatmeal,and 
wet up with now milk. 
Feed them from four 
to six times a day, according to age. 
Let­ 
tuce, onion tops, or fresh grass chopped fine, 
should be given them once a day. 
The following rule* for tho management of 
chickens, from the American Poultry Gazette, 
arc worthy of study by those who have just 
engaged in the business of rearing fowls: 
I. Keep young chickens in u warm, dry 
coop. 
2. The coop should be cleaned out and 
dry earth thrown in every day. 
3. Let the 
chicken* out after the morning sun has re­ 
moved the wet from the grass. 
4. Feed them 
suitable food and frequently. 5. Keep pure 
water where they can get it easily. 
6. Keep 
them away from decaying fruit an i vegeta­ 
bles, an I stagnant pools. 
Eog#.—A good egg is mad? up of ten parts 
shell, sixty parts white, and thirty parts yolk. 
The white of an egg contains eighty-six per 
cent, of water, the yolk fifty-two per cent.— 
The average weight of an egg is two ouuccs. 
Cold in the Throat.—This disease is man­ 
ifest in fowls by a noise as if some substance 
had stuck in the throat—phlegm is prcscut in 
the throat. 
The following remedy is highly 
recommended. 
A tafiiesjioonful of water con­ 
taining two drops of tincture of aconite, given 
two or three times a day, and plenty of fresh 
water to diiuk. 


C o f fe e t r o p l a C e y l o n . 
i iie Ceylon Observer reports that In all the 
older districts of that island Hie co(!ee-crop 
will tie very short this year. In district# where 
the rule has been IO to 12 cwt. per acre, the 
yield (bls year wilt not be over I to 3 cwt. per 
acre.

ward, and the countenance expresses the firm­ 
ness and determination of a gallant soldier 
who Is about to lead his troops to the charge. 
The figure is habited lu the natloual Polish 
costume—a belted tunic, with turndown col­ 
lar, pantaloons, and boots reaching to the 
knee. A cap with fur border, and bearing a 
small plume of feathers covers the head. The 
features, as we are iuformed, were modeled 
from portraits of Ko3ciuszko cxisllug in this 
country, aud they certainly are not those of a 
handsome man. J he face Is broad and short*,’ 
the cheek-bones high, the nose thick and 
somewhat depressed. Yet there Is an air of 
simplicity, honesty, and candor about the face 
consistent with the genera! tenor of the h°ro’? 
character as it has come down to us. 
The general effect of Mr. Kwakowski's work 
is decidedly favorable. The poae of the figure 
is natural and graceful, and the drapery Is 
well arranged. We could wish to see rather 
more strength of expres3iou in the counte­ 
nance, but this defect will, iu all probability, 
disappear after the bronze has been touched 
up by the artist. 
The figure is eight font lu height, and is in­ 
tended to mount it on a granite pedestal simi­ 
lar to that of the Shakespeare statue in the 
Central Park. This pedestal will be orna­ 
mented with bas reliefs, tho first representing 
the Polish arms, the second the meeting of 
Washington and Kosciuszko, and the last the 
application of the Swiss boy Zeltner to Kos­ 
ciuszko to be taught the art of war. Zeltner, 
it will bo rcmembcrod, afterward rose to the 
grade of colonel in ono of the foreign armies, 
and is at the present moment residing In tho 
city of Iloboken, N. J.( beiug now over seven­ 
ty years of age. 


P o u ltry N otes. 
Thomas lleathwood, a successful breeder of 
game fowls, gives the following as a proper 
food for young chickens: One egg, with the 
shell, beaten into a quart of raw oatmeal,and 
wet up with new milk. Feed them from four 
to six times a day, according to age. Let­ 
tuce, onion tops, or fresh grass chopped fine, 
should be given them ouce a day. 
The following rules for tho management of 
chickens, from the American Poultry Gazette, 
arc worthy of study by those who bavo just 
engaged in the business of rearing fowls: 
1. Keep young chickens in a warm, dry 
coop. 2. The coop should be cleaned out aud 
dry earth thrown iu every day. 3. Let the 
chickens out after the morning sun has re­ 
moved the wet from the grass. 4. Feed them 
suitable food and frequently. 5. Keep pure 
water where they can get it easily. 6. Keep 
them away from decaying fruit and vegeta­ 
bles, and stagnant pools. 
Eggs.—A good egg is made up of ten parts 
shell, sixty parts white, and thirty parts yolk. 
The white of an egg coutains eighty-six per 
cent, of water, the yolk fifty-two per cent.— 
The average weight of an egg is two ounces. 
Cold in the Throat.—This disease is man­ 
ifest in fowls by a noise as if some substance 
had stuck in the throat—phlegm is preseut in 
the throat. The following remedy is highly 
recommended. A tablespoonful of water con­ 
taining two drops of tincture of aconite, given 
two or three times a day, and plenty of fresh 
water to drink. 


C oifce C rop lu C eylon. 
The Ceylon Observer reports that in all the 
older districts of that island the coflee-crop 
will be very short this year. In districts where 
the rule ha3 been 10 lo 12 cwi. per acre, the 
yield this year will not be over I to 3 cwi. per 
acre. But while on tho plantations generally 
the crop will approach a failure, “the native 
gardens” promise a full yield. “Iu the Matel- 
ia districts the native coflee (last year sup­ 
posed to be dying out from, leaf-dlsease) is in 
splendid order and bearing heavily. Scarcely 
a trace of leaf-disease is to be seen tSia season 
on places that but a year ago were covered 
with it.”

awful gap between our life and almost the 
whole of Its lying manifestations.

But 
just as the great majority of the public arc 
becoming satisfied with Hie equality of women 
upon the platform, Miss Anna comes forward 
with an ugly little fact to set lier sex back to 
the threshold of the contest for its admission

ll would not have taken a 
gentleman lecturer five minutes after he ar­

Some men in this world are men of thought 
aud others are men only of facts; the latter 
class being very aid lo suppose that truth and 
facts are the same thing. 
Tho Very Small 
Critic ii born and bred in tbcG radgiind fami­ 
ly. 
Ile does not know many facts hut makes 
the most frequent possible display of those he 
baa possession of. 
lie is a man i>erpclually 
on the lookout for something weak enough lo 
make it safe for him to attack it. 
He has 
read some simple book of late, perhaps, and 
has turned down a leaf somewhere iu it; and 
from that moment he has watched and waited 
in hope that somebody writing iu the papers, 
or In conversation, would hare the luck to 
dispute, or not to represent with mathemati­ 
cal accuracy, Hie small fact which he has in 
biding. 
When at last fortune favors our pa­ 
tient little fisherman he throws out his little 
hook baited with bis little fact, aud pulls iu 
his captive with the hilarious glee of othrr 
children when they catch their first sunfish 
with a bent pin aud a cotton string. 
By the 
way, these reflections about lids unhappy 
cia** of people suggest us we write them 
what we had 
otherwise quite 
forgotten. 
Our attention was called lately to an editorial 
ta an exchange in which we ate accused of 
having inexcusably and awfully mangled the 
literary remains of EJgar A. Toe. 
By impli. 
cation we are accused of charlatanry. 
Proba­ 
bly the small critic who wrote the little article 
knows what he means by “charlatanry;" but 
lf we understand the meaning of that wont, 
we said in our article nothing to warrant its 
application to us. A charlatan is one who 
makes pretensions to specific skill aud adver­ 
tises himself unblushingly, knowing all the 
time what an egotist and liar he is. 
II the Small Critic please, we plead “uot 
guilty” and call for proof. 
We bure not read 
Poe ainee our school-boy Imagination was 
enthralled by his sickly sentiment and ghoulish 
horrors; and we concede at once that we may 
have misrepresented some of the details of 
that lunatic’s infernal morceau, called “The 
K t and Pendulum.'' 
As the Small Critic 
powerfully remarks, Hie recollection of It must 
have been “floating mixedly'' in our mind. 
(Won’t the “S. C." be kind enough to explain 
aome time, when he isn't busy fishing, how 
anything can float "mixedlyV') The “S. C." 
says our casual reference to Edgar A. is “bald 
and Inartistic.” There—we give sp* the “S 
C.,M aa all our friends kuow. has us where our 
hair Is short. 
That is the “ unkindest c u r ­ 
ter a abort cut— “ of all." But the “S. C.” 
does not leave us altogether comfortless; he 
credits us with a sufficient force of imagination 
to create a situation in Madrid more suited to 
oar purpose than Poe had done for himself In 
Toledo. 
^We 
should 
not 
omit to men­ 
tion that we can hardly see how an allusion to 
a confessedly half-forgotten tale of Poe’s or of 
Jonaa*, used merely as a verbal setting for a 
c o m m it upon a current event, and not at all 


for purposes of criticism upon Poe or Jones, 
should involve such a weighty question of 
“ veracity” as tho “S. C.,” when ho comes to 
he a better philosopher than ho is now, and 
leaves off his old-maidish habit of having fits 
over undotted “ i’s" aud uncrossed “ t?, ’ 
may learn that “veracity” is a word which 
always reflects upon the moral character of 
him to whom it is applied; and that it is 
not a synonym of the word “truthful 
as 
employed to characterize a work of art.— 
We might, for instance, have -been open 
to a charge of a lack of truth to Poe’s little 
story; but we certainly did not lie about eith­ 
er Poe or bis story. 
The “S. C.” probably 
never wrote for a newspaper before, and 
thought It necessary to signalize his debut 
with verbal rim, clothed In a slashed doublet 
of spontaneous cussedness. 
Yet the “S. C.” 
will make oaeof the most eminent of his mean, 
currish tribe if he only “ tarry in Jericho till 
his beard ba grown.” 
He should, however, 
begin early to use original expressions for lsi3 
small facts. 
For instance, we are sorry to 
have him say that so and so requires “an un­ 
paralleled 
degree of 
effrontery." 
Gentle 
“S C.,” that phrase is one or the grizzliest 
old veterans in cheap denunciation there Is in 
all the world. 
He ha? beeu hobbling about 
on a small pension aud a wooden leg ever 
siuce “ Hard Cider” times iu politics, and the 
Lord only knows how much longer. 
Again, 
dear little “K. C.,"you shouldn’t say “senti­ 
ments of disgust," unless you have found out 
how many sentiment! there are in “ disgust;’* 
and indeed, allow us to assure you, 
that if 
you had not said so we should never have 
known that disgust was a “sentiment” at all. 
Let the "S. C.” borrow a dictionary and look 
the m atter up. 
Once more; the “ S. C.”—which means 
Small Critic—should not overstate the truth 
when ho tries in his weak way to give his 
opinion about things. 
Thus, he says Poe’s 
little fancy sketch of “ The Pit and Pendu­ 
lum" is a “ famous work of fiction." 
Dear 
“ S. C.,” David Copperish! is a famous work 
of fiction, and so is Ivanhoe; but, like all of 
Poe’s prose-writing?, “ Tho Pit and Pendu­ 
lum" was never “ famous" by itself; and has 
now with tho rest gone into oblivion with its 
gifted, unfortunate author. 
The word “auda­ 
cious,” too, which the Small Critic uses to in* 
dicate the utter brazenness of our cheek In 
mutilating Poe—who so often stole from and 
mutilated other |>eopIe—smacks of the pro­ 
vincial theatre. 
Thus;—now let the “ S. C." 
keep his eyeballs fixed on U3—in Koteze- 
bue's play of I’izano the big ruffian, w hen his 
prisoner refused to acquaint him with the se­ 
crets of the stronghold and army of Peru. 
scream*. 
Audacious; 
This Insolence ha* seal- I 
Thy doom I" 
Bat we must go to work.

T l ie t n r e a t 
Now that we are beginning a new year, and 
the session of Congress is not very far ad­ 
vanced, the time is auspicious for us all to 
learn some new tricks for tho belter. 
Tho 
chief of these is sincerity. 
We breathe an at­ 
mosphere of buncombe. 
The average legisla­ 
tor is but a package of parti-colored simula­ 
tion. 
When we are temporarily “ out” with 
any other nation lie simulates a gush of indig­ 
nant patriotism. 
He simulates an intense 
relish for moral ideas, which have no other 
value to him than what they are worth in the 
form of party capital. 
lie simulates zeal for 
the public service, for retrenchment, for spe­ 
cial reforms, and for whatever else lie thinks 
is likely to meet the popular notion of things 
at the time when he does it. 
Then, too, the 
pnblic, the people, cheat themselves and simu­ 
late an excitement that nobody feels aud 
clamor for “ rights” about which very few 
have any real concern. 
Our lives are getting 
to be like an incongruous dream ; wc are all 
unreal, visionary and insincere. 
This state of 
things calls for a great remedy; and what 
that remedy shall ba no man can tell. 
One 
of the sure signs of the returning health shall 
be, nevertheless, that we shall reduce the 
awful gap between our life and almost the 
whole of its lying manifestations. 


for purposes of criticism upon Poe or Jones, 
should involve Buch a weighty question of 
“veracity” as the “S. C.,” when ho comes to 
be a better philosopher than ho is now, and 
leaves off his old-maidish habit of having tits 
over undotted “ i’s” aud uncrossed “ ts, ” 
may learn that “veracity” is a word which 
always reflects upon the moral character of 
him to whom it Is applied; and that it is 
not a synonym of the word “truthful” 
as 
employed to characterize a work of art.— 
We might, for instance, have -been open 
to a charge of a lack of truth to Poe’s little 
story; but we certainly did not lie about eith­ 
er Poe or bis story. 
The “S. C.” probably 
never wrote for a newspaper before, and 
thought It necessary to signalize his debut 
with verbal vim, clothed In a slashed doublet 
of spontaneous cassedness. 
Yet the “S. C.” 
will make OBe of the most eminent of his mean, 
currish tribe if he only “ tarry In Jericho till 
his beard be grown.” He should, however, 
begin early to use original expressions for liis 
small facts. 
For instance, we are sorry to 
have him say that so and so requires “an un­ 
paralleled 
degree of effrontery.” 
Gentle 
“S. C.,” that phrase is one or the grizzliest 
old veterans in cheap denunciation there is in 
all the world. 
He has been hobbling about 
on a small pension aud a wooden leg ever 
siuce “Hard Cider” times in politics, and the 
Lord only knows how much longer. 
Again, 
dear little “S. C.,” you shouldn’t say “senti­ 
ments of disgust,” unless you have found out 
how many sentiments there are in “disgust;’ 
and indeed, allow us to assure you, 
that if 
you had not said so we should never have 
known that disgust was a “sentiment” at all. 
Let the “S. C.” borrow a dictionary and look 
the matter tip. 
Once more; the “ c>. C."—which means 
Small Critic—should not overstate the truth 
when he tries in his weak way to give his 
opinion about things. 
Thus, lie says Toe’s 
little fancy sketch of “ The Pit and Pendu­ 
lum” is a “ famous work of fiction.” 
Dear 
“ S. C.,’’ David Coppcriieki is a famous work 
of fiction, and so i3 Ivanhoe; but, like all of 
Poe’s prose-writings, “ The Pit and Pendu­ 
lum” was never “ famous’’ by itself; and has 
now with the rest gone into oblivion with 
gifted, unfortunate author. 
The word “auda­ 
cious,” too, which the Small Critic uses to in- 
dicate the utter brazonness of our check in 
mutilating Poe—who so often stole from and 
mutilated other people—smacks of the pro­ 
vincial theatre. 
Thus;—now let the “ S. C. 
keep his eyeballs fixed on U3—in Kotezc- 
bue’s play of Fizan o the big ruffian, when his 
prisoner refused to acquaint him with tlie se 
crets of the stronghold and army of Peru, 
screams, 
A udacious; 
This lusoloRCe has sealed 
Thy doom !’’ 
But we must go to work. 
Shall lie glad to 
hear from tlie Small Critic of tlie New Pa^tz 
Independent at any time.

make it safe for him to attack it. 
He has 
read so'me simple book of late, perhaps, and 
has turned down a leaf somewhere in it; and 
from that moment he has watched and waited 
in hope that somebody writing in the papers» 
or in conversation, would have the luck to 
dispute, or not to represent with mathemati­ 
cal accuracy, the small fact which he has in 
hiding. 
When at last fortune favors our pa 
tient little fisherman he throws out his little 
hook baited with his little fact, and pulls in 
his captive with the hilarious glee of other 
children when they catch their first sunflsh 
with a bent pin and a cotton string.

Mr. Sherman, clerk of the church, read 
a communication which had been received 
from the joint committees of the Church of 
the Pilgrims, Rev. Dr. Slorrs, and Clinton 
Avenue Church, after which Mr. Beecher rose 
and said that he deemed it not inappropriate 
to take some steps for the purpose of making 
a reply to this letter. 
He had asked some of 
the brethren to draw up a reply and lie liad 
also drawn u p a letter of reply, and asked 
that it bo signed by the chairman of this 
meeting and members of the committee and 
forwarded to the committees of the two 
churches. 
The reply admits a difference 
between the Congregationalism of Plymouth 
Church and other congregational churches, and 
claims that tlie foundation of Plymouth Church 
was effected to protest against the domina­ 
tion of Congregational ministers, which had 
excited profound indignation among members 
of Congregational churches in the city of New 
York at tlie time. 
Plymouth Church has been 
governed by a majority of its members, while 
in neither of the other two churches has ever 
been heard the voice of brotherhood in an 
open or called assembly. 
Tlie altitude of the 
Clinton Avenue and Church of tlie Pilgrims in 
lliis controversy is characterized as unwarran­ 
table and Plymouth Church refuses to receive 
any further documents which are not accom­ 
panied by proof of the authority of the whole 
brotherhood of Congregational churches regu­ 
larly and deliberately conferred, and they de­ 
cline in any case to receive from any cluircli 
letters containing covert insinuations against 
the character of any of the- members of Ply­ 
mouth Church. 
Plymouth Church does not 
decline to join in mutual prayers, but will 
await les3 dubious invitation.

Strictly speaking, I did not 
really forgot this or underrate its importance; 
but the truth was I was afraid of it. 
I was 
afraid of it. for the reason that those great 
personages have so many calls upon tlicir time 
that they cannot well spare the lime to sit out 
an entertainment, and 1 knew that if one ol 
them were to leave liis box and retire while I 
was lecturing it would seriously embarrass 
me. 
I find, however, that many people think 
ought not to allow this lack to exist longer; 
therefore I feel compelled to reveal a thing 
which I had intended to keep a secret. 
I 
early applied to a party at the East End who 
is iii the same line of business as Madame 
Tussaud, and he agreed to lend me a couple 
of kings and some nobility, and he said that 
they would sit out my lecture, and uot only 
sit it out but that they wouldn’t even leave 
the place when it was done, but would just 
stay where they were, perfectly infatuated,and 
wait for more. 
So I made a bargain with him 
at ouce, and was going to ask the newspapers 
to mention, in the usual column, that on such 
and such an evening His Majesty King Henry 
VIH. would honor my entertainment with his 
presence, and that on such and such an eve­ 
ning His Majesty William 
the Conqueror 
would be present, and that on tlie succeeding 
evening Moses and Aaron would be there, and 
so on.' I felt encouraged now, an attendance 
like that would make my entertainment all 
that could be desired, and besides, I would 
not be embarrassed by their going away be­ 
fore my lecture was over. 
But now misfor­ 
tune came. 
In attempting to move Hetiry 
VIII. to my lecture hail the porter fell down 
stairs and utterly smashed him all to pieces; 
in the course of moving William the Conquer­ 
or, somethiug let go and all the sawdust burst 
out of him, and he collapsed and withered 
away to nothing before my eyes. 
Then we 
collared some dukes, but they'w ere so seedy 
and decayed that nobody would ever have be­ 
lieved m their rank; and so I gave them up, 
with almost a broken heart. 
In my trouble I 
had nothing in the world left to depend on 
now but jnst Moses and Aaron, and 1 confess 
to you that it was all I could do to keep the 
tears back when I came to examine those two 
images and found that that man, in his unap­ 
proachable ignorance, had been exhibiting in 
Whitechapel for Moses and Aaron what any 
educated person could see at a glance, by the 
ligature, were only the Siamese Twins. 
You sec now. sir, that I have done all that 
a man could do to supply a complained-of 
lack, and if I have failed I think I ought lobe 
pitied, not blamed. 
I wish I could get a king 
somewhere, just only for a little while, and I 
would take good care of him, and send him 
home, and pay tlie cab myself.

“ If you’re waking call me early” was prob­ 
ably the expression that might have been 
given almost unanimously by the young peo­ 
ple of our good city as they retired on New 
Year’s Eve, to dream on soft couches of the 
pleasures expected ou the succeeding day.
